Some 2800 AFL
workers left their jobs from 2
to 5 pm. on Monday to atfend
the meeting.

‘NOT A STRIKE VOTE'
Mrs. Kitty Howard, secretary
of the Culinary and Hotél work-
ers. Union, Local 754, said the

vote “was definitely not a:strike
vote.”
“We do_not want to go
out any more ‘than the cafe
and bar owners would want
us to go out on strike,” she
told the Herald yesterday.
“Our members have had no
raise since 1946. We realize that
the Harbor Tavern and Cafe
Owners Association can not
grant any more than the 10 per
cent allowed by the Wage Stabil-
ization Board. But, what we are
asking in effect, is for an agree-
ment with the association that
they will go with us to the
Board and ask them to allow the
increases we have asked of the
association.”
